The first complaint in a series of
actlons begun by the Mutual Life In
surance company pgalnst ex-Presidem
Richard A. McCurdy, his son Hober
H, and the firm of Charles H. Roy
mond & Company, the company's for
mer metropolitan agents, was made
publie.

The firgt five cankes seek recovery
In the aggregate of $202,500 as al
leged contfributions to political parties
since January 1, 1885, These contrl
butions are stuted to have been §$15,000
in 1896, $85,000 in 1900 and §40,000 it
1904 to the nutlonal Republican cam
piign committee; $2,500 In 1904 to the
Republican  congresslond]l commities
and $200,000 embracing the wvarious
contributions  testifled by Senatot
Platt to have been made to the Re
publican state committee since Jan
uary 1. 1885,

These payments are said to have
been “unlawful and improvident," and
authorized and permitted by ex-Presl
dent MeCurdy “through want of or
dinary care and diligence.”

Finally the company demands judg
ment against ex-President MeCurdy for
$4,870,041.66 with Interest, as domuges
for alleged unfaithfulness snd neg
lect.

Conviction In Graveyard Graft Case.

Rowland J. Conover was convieted
at Buffalo of grand larceny in the first
degree ufter less than un hour's delib.
eration on the part of the jury. Bent
ence was deferved until Monday, April
Bth.

This Is the first result of the prose.
eution resulting from the exposure of
the graveyard graft scandals in econ-
nectlon with the clearing out of the
old North street cemetery to make
way for the new G5th regiment armory,
now nearly completed.

Conover was jointly indicted with
John W. Neff, former county auditor,
on the charge of grand larceny In the
first degree, The specific charge In
this Indietment was the theft of $7.-
500 from the county of Erie on Oect. 1,
1901, but there were many Indletments
agalnst both Conover and Neff, ft be-
ing charged by the prosecuting authori-
ties thit the county was muloted out
of many thousands of dollars as o re-
gult of the operations surrounding the
renioval of bodies from the old North
gtreet cemetery and thelr reinterment
in Lakeslde cemetery.

Watchman Killed by Burglars.

The village of Sodus, N. Y., was vis
fted Thursday night by a band of bur-
glars, or “yeggmen,” who plundered
storas, rifled safes, stole horses from
geveral barns, and when caught at
their work In the Knapp bank by Ed-
ward Pullman, the intrepid town con-
gtable, killed him and escaped. Three
men arrested in Rochester are be
lieved to have been part of the gang,
one of them being wounded in the leg
and another having n hat with bullet
holes In it

Though there were five of the men,
Pullman did not hesliate to attack
them alone.

Pullman was found several hours
later, stretched out dead, with & bul
let hole through his lungs. In his
hand was the old fashloned revolver
which his friends have tried often, but
in yain, to induce him to exchange for
& modern wedapon. Every cartridge
had been exploded. A burglar's drill
wis in the half finished hole in the
safe door.

GEN. WOOD'S EXPENSES

On His Visit to the Unitec
States From Manila.

Secretary Taft Said He Ordered Gen
eral Wood to Boston For Operatior
For Injury Received In Cuba—After
wardes Ordered to London on His
Way Back te Manila,

Washington, March 27.—Dlscussing
the question of the pnyment of General
Wood's cxpenses opn the occasion of
his visit to the United States from the
Philippines last summer for the pur
pose of having a surgleal operation
performed, Secretary Taft told the
senate committee on military affalire
the first Information he had In the
matter wis received in May in o en
blegram from General Corbin, whe
sald that Wood was suffering from an
Injury received seven years before in
the lne of duty,

He nsked gecrecy becuuse he did
not want to alarm General Wood's
mother. Wood was granted leave ol
absence by Corbin and he went to
Hong Kong on the Buford which was
gent there for repalrs.

Injury Received In Cuba.

The Injury making necessary the
operitlon was received by striking hig
head against a chandeller «while he
was In Cuba. No bad effects were
felt until the service In the Philip
pines begun. He was then attacked
by severe cramps and the surgeons in
the Phillpplnes atteibuted the dif-
cilty to pressure on the brain.

The Phillpplne surgeons doclined to
undertake the operation and (ssued a
certificate recommending his return to
the United Stutes o have the skull
trephined.

“l1 met General Wood in Chieago,”
sald Mr, Tuft. *“He expialned the eir-
cumetances, amd In peeordnnee with
the custom in the army I ordered him
to Boston as the proper place for the
performance of the operation.”

Was Put on Duty Status,

The general explalned thut he had
no mepns except his salary snd sug-
gested that he be put on duty statns,
which the secretary told him could he
done, his side, Captaln Dorey, being
permitted to accompany him, ‘They
had not traveled on n transport be.

VICTIM OF RIGHWAYMEN.

James Clamson Succumbs to Injuries

The old man fought desperately to
defend himself, but was finally ren-
dered unconsclous. The footpads stole
his watch and pockethook containing
$12. Then they threw his apperently
Iifelegs body over the bridge to the
ground 18 feet below,

The next morning he was found un-
consclois and taken home.  Shortly
before passing away Clawson regained
consclousness and gave a deseription
of his assaliants.

Clawson was a prominent member of
the Turtle Creek United Presbyterian
church, His wife, three sons and
four daughters survive him,
